D an ger to th e Pu blic L u rk s in C ircu - 
laiin g Libraries. 
A foreign medical journal has liecn 
publishing facts aliont the dissem­ 
ination of disease lliroiigh 
books 
from public libraries. It is, of course, 
impossible for librarians to ascertain 
whore books have been or to know the 
conditions of families into which they 
go. 
A large number of books were 
examined, and were found to contain 
the bacilli of pneumonia, diphtheria, 
and many otlicr sorts, some of which 
were harmless. 
Even new books 
fresh from the publisher’s hands were 
found to contain germs. 
There arc 
very many persons wlio practice wct^ 
ting the lingers with the lips or tongue 
when turning the pages of books. 
This is an exccodingly dangerous 
thing to do, not only to the person 
who does it, but to all others who mav 
use the book afterward, especially if 
the person so doing has any form of 
disease in the system. 
Invalids of all 
kinds are likely to be great readers, 
and the consumptive or those suf­ 
fering with eanecr may unwittingly 
deposit on the jiages ot the voliinies 
they peruse tlie deadly germs of their 
own malady. 
It has been suggested 
that library books be subjected to in­ 
tense 
lieafc at intervals frequent 
enough to insure their immunity as 
transniitters 
of
